REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, Prior Art fails to disclose a system which supports CDMA 
among members of a first group of terminals and among a second group of terminals, 
comprising the steps of assigning to the second group of terminals the same code as used 
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by the first group but each user of the second group using another code that is not unique 
to each user of the second group in combination with other limitations set forth in the 
respective claim. 

Regarding claim 24, Prior Art fails to disclose each individual unit of the first set 
of access units having at least one unique, non-orthogonal scrambling sequence that is 
selected from a unique phase shift of a longer pseudorandom noise sequence, and 
wherein the second group of access units share a chip rate scrambling code derived from 
a phase shift of the longer pseudorandom noise sequence that is not used by the first 
group of access units in combination with other limitations set forth in the respect claim.
